Understand Life

The book of Jo b is unique in its 
relation to other books of the Old 
Testam ent. It does not apparently 
“ fit 
in ” 
with 
other 
portions 
of 
Holy Writ. 
While it is inspiring 
and otherwise helpful to the read­ 
er, it is difficult to classify. Other 
portions of the Bible do not need 
the 
book 
of Jo b 
to supplement 
them or to clarify their meaning, 
but 
they 
are 
necessary 
to give 
full m ean ng to the story, real or 
fancied, 
told 
in the book which 
bears the n am e of Job. 
With the exception of the first 
two chapters and part of the last 
chapter, the book of Jo b is written 
in 
poetry of 
a 
high 
order 
and 
consists 
chiefly 
in 
conversations 
or dialogues in which the partici­ 
pants are Jo b , some of his friends 
and Jehovah. 
The book of Jo b raises several 
questions which are not easily a n ­ 
swered. 
Among

when, where and by whom was it 
written? Why was it written? And 
who was Jo b , when and where did 
he live?

In fact, learned Bible' students are 
not agreed on the answers to some 
of them. 
However, it is generally agreed 
that Job was not an Israelite; that 
is, a descendant ot Ja co b , although 
he may have been a descendant

Abraham. 
But 
the' 
book 
was 
doubtless written for the Hebrew 
people to correct some erroneous 
ideas they had concerning God and 
His dealings with men. 
Here was a m an who was right­ 
eous to such an extent ’hat even 
God boasted of his righteousness' 
And yet he was subjected to ter­ 
rible m aterial 
and family losses 
and intense personal sufferings. B e ­ 
cause of the manner in which Jo b 
accepted these losses and su ffer­ 
ings, he is often mentioned as be­ 
ing a worthy example of patience. 
Rather, I think Job should 
be re­ 
m embered because of his faith— 
faith in God was his outstanding 
characteristic, it seems to me. 
When this book was written there 
was a belief among many relig­ 
ious leaders and others that the 
righteous enjoy happiness and m a ­ 
terial prosperity, while the wicked 
suffer 
sorrow 
and 
poverty. 
We 
see this belief expressed in portions 
of the P salm s. Even today there 
are people who charge that bodily 
suffering 
is 
the direct 
result of 
sins 
com m itted by the sufferer. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Instances are known where 
mistaken people have heartlessly 
suggested this idea to good people 


] who have fallen ill and have thus 
caused great mental anguish for 
the sufferer and have increased the 
intensity of the suffering. 
Jo b refused to believe that his 
losses and sufferings, were caused 
by sins he had committed. But he 
was disturbed 
by his 
professing 
friends who charged that sin had 
caused Jo b ’s distress. 
While Jo b professed his inno­ 
cence and maintained a self-right- 
' eous attitude, he made the m istake 
, of charging that God was respons- 
1 ible for his suffering and unjustly 
so. To prove to God that he had 
been made to . uffer unjustly, Jo b 
expresses a desire to meet with 
God and to plead h,s innocence. 
It is pathetic to read J o b ’s, plea 
for justice, but the reader m ust

Job’s Struggle To 
Understand Life 
By Clint IL Denman 
The book of Job is unique in its 
relation to other books of the Old 
Testament. It does not apparently 
“fit in” with other portions of 
Holy Writ. While it is inspiring 
and otherwise helpful to the read­ 
er, it is difficult to classify. Other 
portions of the Bible do not need 
the book of Job to supplement 
them or to clarify their meaning, 
but they are necessary to give 
full mean ng to the story, real or 
fancied, told in the book which 
bears the name of Job. 
With the exception of the first 
two chapters and part of the last 
chapter, the book of Job is written 
in poetry of a high order and 
consists chiefly in conversations 
or dialogues in which the partici­ 
pants are Job, some of his friends 
and Jehovah. 
The book of Job raises several 
questions which are not easily an­ 
swered. Among them are those 
concerning the book’s authorship: 
when, where and by whom was it 
written? Why was it written? And 
who was Job, when and where did 
he live? 
During th* 
'dv of the passages 
of the b o o k v«..,eh form the text 
for our current Sunday school les­ 
son study and for the following one, 
it is not necessary to answer all 
the question cen 'ernmi; the book. 
In fact, learned Bible students are 
not agreed on the answers to some 
of them. 
However, it is generally agreed 
that Job was not rn Israelite: that 
is, a descendant of Jacob, although 
he may have been a descendant 
of Abraham. But the book was 
doubtless written for the Hebrew 
people to correct some erroneous 
ideas they had concerning God and 
His dealings with men 
Here was a man who was right­ 
eous to such an extent that even 
God boasted of his righteousness. 
And yet he was subjected to ter­ 
rible m aterial and family losses 
and intense persona! sufferings. Be­ 
cause of the manner in which Job 
accepted these losses and suffer­ 
ings, he is often mentioned as be­ 
ing a worthy example of patience. 
Rather, I think Job should bo re­ 
membered because of his faith— 
faith in God was his outstanding 
characteristic, it seems to me. 
When this book was written there 
was a belief among many relig­ 
ious leaders and others that the 
righteous enjoy happiness and m a­ 
terial prosperity, while the wicked 
suffer sorrow and poverty. We 
see this belief expressed in portions 
of the Psalms. Even today there 
are people who charge that bodily 
suffering is tho direct result of 
sins committed by the sufferer. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Instances ere known whore 
mistaken people have heartlessly 
suggested this idea to good people 


who have fallen ill and have thus ! 
caused great mental anguish for j 
the sufferer and have increased the 
intensity of the suffering. 
Job refused to believe that his 
losses and sufferings, were caused 
by sins he had committed. But he 
was disturbed by lbs professing 
friends who charged that sin had 
caused Job’s distress. 
While Job professed his inno­ 
cence and maintained a self-right­ 
eous attitude, he made the mistake 
of charging that God was respons­ 
ible for his suffering and unjustly 
so. To prove to Goci that he had 
been made to suffer unjustly, Job 
expresses a desire to meet with 
God and to plead his innocence. 
It is pathetic to read Job’s plea 
for justice, but the reader must 
admire the tenacity with which 
Job clings to his faith in the good­ 
ness of God. His trouble was in 
finding Cod. 
So good old Job seeks to know 
where God may be found. Job 
asks another age-old question: “ If 
a man die, will he live again?” 
And then he appears to answer the 
question himself when he declares 
that %‘‘I know that my redeem er 
liveth,” meaning an advocate, a 
vindicator. Job expresses the belief 
that, even in death, if not in life, 
he shall see God and be given an 
opportunity to plead his cause or 
have it done. 
Job had his faith rewarded when 
he was able to declare, "I know 
that I shall see God.” Job then 
was not sure how he would see 
God, on what term s he would 
meet Him, or what would be the 
result of his meeting God. But Job 
was learning and he was sure of 
one fact—a fact voiced in his 
declaration, “ He knoweth the way 
that I take: when He hath tried me, 
I shall come forth as gold.” 
In our succeeding lesson study 
we shall see that Job did meet 
God, but not exactly in the m an­ 
ner and not exactly for the reason 
Job had expected.
